1,200,000 tons, which will be 
worth not less than $36,- 
000,000. Added to this is the 


vast preduction of our mines, which 
will amount to $20,000,000,, The next 
in importance.is the wool clip, #hich 
is estimated at 42,000,000 pounds, and 
valued at the lowcst at $10,200,000. 
Fourth in the rank of our immense re- 
sources are the fruit and wine inter- 
ests, the story of their value being 
told in the sum of $10,000,000. Our 
marketable cattle will cover a value of 
$4,000,000, and sheep, $1,200,000. 
Dairy products have been placed at 
an estimate of $700,000, and flax, 
cotton, silk, etc., at $200,000. There 
are, in addition to all of these, a large 
number of products, such as goat’s 
hair, garden truck, etc., that will 
realize an aggregate of $100,000. The 
sum of all these productions is im- 
mense, making a total of $82,600,000. 

Such facts as these will tell with the 
immigrant and the home-seeker. There 
is nothing more convincing than the 
logic of facts and figures, and they 
are eloquent as regards the present 
and prospective prosperity of the 
State. 


Ir is a notable fact that the quad- 
rupling of the orange production of 
Florida within the last eight or nine 
years has had no perceptible effect on 
lowering the price of the fruit.

THE GREAT METROPOLIS. 


Letter about New York via Phila- 
delphia. 


Striking Growth of the Uity—Palatial Balld- 
ings—The Demand for More Houses— 
The Klevated Railroad and 
the Bridge. 


[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES. | 


June 5th, 1883.—I 
had intended to write to you another 
letter from New York, but having 
been called away last Saturday in or, 
der to fulfill an engagement, I could 
not carry out that intention. Preach- 
ers are set at work wherever they go. 
However, the present letter is about 
New York. I hope you will not re- 
fuse it a place in the columns of your 
paper because it is dated in Philadel- 
phia. 

When the excitement of, Decoration 
Day was over,I took some walks, 
partly for pleasure and partly in the 
pursuit of important business, up and 
down Broadway and up and down the 
avenues, and I found that the city had 
changed considerably in the last six 
years. Itis quite noticeable that, be- 
sides spreading out, it has grown up- 
wards towards the sky. The new 
houses are almost in every instance 
higher than the old, and some of the 
old houses have had one or two stories 
added to them. The apartment houses 
are coming more and more into use. 
Six years ago only eight or a dozen 
buildings of that description had been 
built; now they may be counted by 
the hundreds. And what houses they 
are! The word “palatial” would be 
the only fitting term to apply to some 
of them. Outside théy are striking 
specimens of architect@ral beauty. In- 
eide they are modelsof comfortand ele- 
gance. Eight stories seems to be the 
average height, but some of these 
houses rise to ten stories, and a few of 
them to eleven and even to twelve. 
Terra-cotta 1s the most fashionable 
color for the facades, and that, in con- 
nection with thestyle of architecture, 
which has a good deal of the Moorish 
about it, gives the houses an odd and 
cheerful appearance which is a great 
relief in the midst of the monotonous 
smoothness andthe sombre beauty of 
the brown-stone fronts. These houses 
bear, like the hotels,distinctive names. 
A friend of mine lives at the Carlyle, 
another at the Barrington, and so on. 

Eight or ten years ago two very im- 
portant facts became quite evident to 
the citizens of New York: first, that 
they had not enough dwelling houses to 
accommodate their constantly increas- 
ing population, and but little room 
to construct such as would be within 
reach of those in moderate circum- 
stances; and, second, that Broadway 
and others of the main streets would 
soon become inadequate to the de- 
mands of a — traffic. The ele- 
vated railroads have to a great extent 
obviated the second difficulty, and 
both the elevated railroads, by giving 
ready access to distant parts of the 
city, and the apartment houses, by 
making many and _ comparatively 
cheap homes out of one building, have 
obviated the first. To-day it is pos- 


sible to walk along’ Broad- 
way with comfort, and to 
cross from side the 


street to the other without calling to 
one’s aid a regiment of the- police. He 
would judge erroneously who would 
infer therefrom that business in New 
York was not asactive now as in "77, for 
instance. It is true that the elevated 
roads carry now a great many of the 
people that formerly had Broadway or 
Fourth avenue as their only thorough- 
fare. 

I have seen the Brooklyn Bridge! 
I have seen its magnificent piers, 
which stand as firm as the pyra- 
mids; its mighty cables, which Inspire 
confidence with their thickness; its 
numerous metal threads that cross 
each other, forming a graceful net- 
work. I have re upon the bridge 
and have seen on either side the two 
populous cities which it has forever 
united in happy wedlock, and below 
me I have seen the river with the 
ships of commerce fipating on its 
waters, and in front of me the island, 
and further away the beautiful and 
grand bay of New York. I do not 
hesitate to say that the Brooklyn 
bridge is the grandest work of man 
that my eyes have ever beheld.

Cone, fell from the 
bridge across the Sacramento river at 

Red Bluffs, on Sunday, and was im- 
killed. 

All around Lake Tahoe for about a 
quarter of a mile from shore it aver- 
ages from 700 to 800 feet in depth, a 
perpendicular wall. In one place the 
water is 1600 feet deep. 

At Yountville, Napa county, on 
Sunday morning, Alonzo Hull shot 
Phillip Lunney, who is not expected 
to survive. The ill-feeling grew out 
of aland dispute.

Webber died at his home near 
Lopaiten, on the 11th, after a linger- 
ing illness.

The Truckee Lumber Company are 
building a narrow gauge railroad up 
Washington creek, about half way be- 
tween Truckee and Tahoe City.

Farming in Butte county seems to 
be a profitable industry. The Oro- 
ville Record mentions the fact that a 
farmer on the Pratt grant last year 
cleared $6000 above all expenses from 
320 acres of summer-fallowed grain. 
Another farmer, who was also farming 
rented land, cleared $42, 000 above all 
expenses. 

While cruising about the west coast 
of San Miguel island, Larco, a Santa 
Barbara fisherman, discovered two 
reefs of rocks off the shore, which are 
the resort of millions of red and dark- 
blue rock-cod of extraordinary large 
size. He says he could take enough 
of this delicate fish from these two 
reefs to supply San Francisco. 


The projectors of a mammoth 
scheme to develop a water-power and 
obtain water for irrigation by putting 
a dam across the San Joaquin river, es- 
timate the primary cost of the work at 
$500,000. They entertain ambitious 
ideas, expecting to obtain sufficient 
water-power to induce the erection of 
mills and factories and found a large 
city. 

A Santa Barbara farmer who had 
calves and hogs deren. together in 
the same pasture found the calves 
rapidly dying off, and upon examin- 
ing the stomachs of some of the dead 
ones, discovered that they had turned 
black. He believes the cause of the 
sickness was that the calves ate grass 
which had been chewed and spit out 
by the hogs during the hot weather.

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ADULTERATED TEAS. 
How the Fraud is Perpe- 
trated—Recent Seizuze. 


Last week the Government In- 
spector of New York, seized ac- 
cording to law, 75 packages of 
scented Caper teas, and the New 
York Board of Health prohibit- 
ed the sale of 3,000 packages 
of Pingsuey teas, 1,000 of which 
belonged to a Boston importer, 
and the remainder to an English 
syndicate. The reason for these 
seizures is that for many years 
past the United States has been 
the dumping ground of all the 
poor, reiuse and adulterated teas 
from China and Japan. An 
English law prohibits the impor- 
tation of such stuff into that 
country, and it was consequently 
all shipped here. It has had the 
effect of demoralizing the tea 
trade in this country, as good 
teas could only be imported at a 
loss in competition with it, and 
the consuming public has had 
forced upon it a lot of trashy and 
frequently injurious adulterated 


This refuse and adulterated 
tea has been mainly imported by 
an English syndicate, and as it 
costs exceedingly little in China, 
they have been able to sell it 
here at from twelve to twenty 
cents per pound at wholesale, 
and could get a new dollar for 
an old one, if not a little more, 
while importers of good teas 
which would bring from twenty- 
five to forty cents per pound 
would lose fram eight to ten 

rcent. The8e poor teas have 
foce placed upon the market by 
means of auction sales, and dis- 
tributed in large quantities by 
gift tea stores. Good teas have 
been forced out of the market 
and the consumer pays as much 
as formerly for a poorer grade. 

There is now no tea on_ the 
American market which is as 
good in quality as what was 
here six years ago. There has 
been a steady deterioration in the 
quality of the crop of tea grown 
fur the American market both in 
China and/Japan, as the natives 
-found they could make more 
money by growing poorer teas. 
These pour teas are, when being 
fired chemically,adulterated with 
soapstone, Prussian blue, gyp- 
sum and indigo, which makes 
them handsome incolor, though 
often extremely injurious. Not 
only are teas chemically adul- 
terated but they are adulterated 
by means of spurious, exhausted 
and rotten leaves. Not even 
the poorer classes in China and 
Japan will use any of these teas. 

nder the operation of the 
law it is expected that from 10,- 
000,000 to 12,000,000 pounds of 
adulterated teas will be excluded. 


At present, the country con-| ga 


sumes hardly 65,000,000 pounds 
of tea annually, and the impor- 
tation last year was 800,000,000 
pounds, thus leaving a total of 
15,000,000 pounds of tea mainl 
adulterated, on the market. The 
total importation of Japan tea 
is about 35,000,000 pounds, of 
which 30,000,0000 pounds are 
chemically colored, and the to- 
tal importation of green teas is 
about 18,000,000 pounds, all of 
which are chemically colored. 
About 6,000,000 pounds of Prus- 
_ sian greens, and about 5,000,000 
pounds of lowgrade Japans will 
be excluded, but the ‘balance 
will not probably be shut out, 
but nothing definite is known 
about it, and the buyers in the 
East and the importers here, are 
much troubled by it. 

If the law is properly enforced, 
it will cause the growers in 
China and Japan to grow bet- 
ter crops as they cannot find any 
market for their poor and adul- 
terated tea, and the consumer 
here will get a better article for 
less money. It is the belief that 
the consumption of teas, which 
is now only one and one-fourth 

unds in this country, against 
our and one-fourth pounds per 
head in England, will be consid- 
erably increased also. 

The Massachusetts Board of 
Health can, as the New York 
Board of Health has, under a 
State law prohibit the sale of 
these teas now on the market. A 
‘curious use of these adulterated 
teas is that by wholesale grocers 
in testing syrup. If there are 
any chemicals in the syrup the 
chemicals in the tea will turn it 
black. There isalso a | 
amount of téa dust imported. It 
is pure in some cases, though 
when it is the dust of adulterated 


tea it is, of course, adulterated. 
It is used in the West for 
making tea and is also used in 
clarifying whisky.— Boston Com- 
mercial Bulletin. 

Gardening in West Africa. 
Reading, in American Agricultur- 


When the native of West Af- 
rica wishes to make a garden, he 
goes into the forest about the 
middle of the dry season (July), 
and having selected a spot, cuts 
down the trees and _ bushes. 
Many ofthe trees are large, es- 
pecially near the ground, where 
they spread out in great buttress- 
es, which extend several feet be- 
yond the trunk proper. The gar- 


dener cuts his trees off from ten 
to twenty-five feet above. the 
ound. To accomplish this he 


orms a hoop or ring of a rough 

vine. The ring encircles the 
tree, room being left for the ax- 
man’s body. Once inside the 
hoop, the man places it just 
above his hips, and with his feet 
firmly braced against the body 
of the tree, gives the vine a little 
hitch upward; he then leans back 
on the hoop while moving his feet 
to the point where the ax is to be 
used. So expert are these peo- 
ple that they seem to walk up 
the trees with the facility of 
apes. ‘lhe trees lie just as they 
fall (the tropical sun and the 
heated earth drying them rapid- 
ly), until noises in the sky give 
indications of approaching rains. 
These noises resemble the rum- 
bling of distant thunder, or the 
dunking of chains, and some are 
quite indescribable. When the 
negroes hear these noises, they 
say “the rain speaks.” They set 
fire tothe brush-wood, burning 
all except the largest trunks. 
The sun is obscured by the 
smoke, and at night the sky is 
lurid from the light of so many 
fires. The blackened stumps and 
ash covered ground present a 
picture of utter desolation. 

The work of the .men is now 
done and henceforth the women 
take possession. About the last 
of September the rain begins to 
fall; at first in light showers, 
and then in drenching floods. 
The women hasten to put up the 
seeds. Each hasa cutlass and a 
long wood knife, and a basket. 
The principal crops, stated in 
the order of their importance, 
are plantains, cassava (manioc), 
ground-nuts, and sugar-cane, 
with a very few peppers of the 
hottest kind, squashes, and small 
African tomatoes. The Pang- 
wes, a large cannibal tribe, plant 
corn of a very poor quality. The 
ground is not plowed, spaded nor 
hoed. Asmall hole is made with 
the knife, and the seed or plant 
is pushed in. The ashes left 
from the burning of the brush 
are the only fertilizers, and no 
after cultivation is given except 
to cut down the weeds and bush- 
es. 

Plantains area large, coarse 
kind ofbanana. They are propa- 
ted from suckers, or young 
shoots, that grow out of the pa- 
rent stalk near the ground. Each 
stalk bears one bunch only, and 
then dies, but in the meantime 
other stalks have come up 


the first, and in their 


turn bear fruit and give way to 
others. More than thirty varie- 
ties are known to the natives. 
Plantains are very generally 
used for food by the esebenn 
residents, and are the staple art- 
icle of food among the negroes 
of the Equatorial regions. Cas- 
sava is a tall bush-like plant, in 
appearance a little like our alder. 
e root only is used. The 
stalk is jointed. In planting, 
the stalk is broken in len age of 
two or three joints each, and 
placed in the ground. The roots, 
are fit for use in one or 
two years, according to the rich- 
ness of the soil, and are much 
larger than asweet potato. They 
have black skins and a white in- 
side, a fibrous core runnin 
through the middle. These roots 
have a poisonous juice, which is 
removed by long soaking in 
water. They are then in- 
to a coarse meal called “farina,” 
or into the sour, indigestible 
bread of the country called Egu- 
ma. This eguma has a very dis- | 
agreeable smell, and an equally 
y white men. Sugar-cane grows 
well, and might be cultivated 
largely. Maize will grow but 
not well. The excessive heat 
and moisture obstruct the form- 
ation of grain. The only kind 
I oat seen is a small sort. 

e gardens are small, usuall 
from one to four or five acres in 
extent, and are surrounded by 
dense forests. Theyare genérally 
some distance from the vi ‘ 
often twoor three miles. At 
the end of two years the garden 
fails in fertility, and a new one 
is made, while the old one is al-

It does not appear from the 
story that came to me the other 
day that the representative to 
whom Colonel Blissell gave the 
lie cared to take it up. But 
Senator Jefferson Davis immedi- 
ately sent Colonel Blissell a polite 
note inviting him. to retract or 
fight. The Colonel replied that 
he preferred to fight, and after 
the bloodthirsty manner of 
those days,named muskets. slugs 
and five paces as the terms. He 
expressly requested that the 
place andthe hour beso ar- 
ranged that the police could not 
possibly interfere. Senator Dav- 
is agreed with his antagonist as 
to the conditions, and the sec- 
onds were instructed accordings 
ly. Colonel Blissell was on the 
ground at the early hour named; 
so were his second and his sur- 
geon. After waiting several 
hours Colonel Blissell returned 
to the city and went to hisrooms. 
There he found the President’s 
private Secretary with an invi- 
tation to come at once to the 
White House. Of course, as he 
had expected, he found his chal- 
lenger in the library with Pres- 
ident Taylor. The latter said 
to Colonel Blissel! that, thinking 
it a pity that two such men 
should make war upon one an- 
other, he had himself arrested 
Senator Davis, and had sent his 
private secretary to arrest Col- 
onel Blissell. Nowthat he had 
them he proposed to keep them 
at least until after lunch, and, 
as they were his guests, they 
must also be friends. So they 
shook hands with more or less 
— and declared the duel 
off.

bound, such as a brilliant flute or 
pianoforte player would give. On the 
first evening Miss Thursby sang an 
aria from Meyerbeer (L’Etoile du 
Nord), with two flutes obligato, and of 
course with such a brilliant setting, 
the effect was very fine. And at the Sat- 
urday matinee she sang “ Una Voce,” 
from Rossini’s Barbiere, with the 
whole orchestra obligato, and, of 
course, with: admirable effect. "And 
here again I am tempted to institute 
further comparisons, but will desist. 

Extracts from the old classic au- 
thors, Gluck and Handel, were given 
with orchestra and a full chorus of 500 
admirably trained voices. A largo or 
choral from Handel, with a violin ob- 
ligato by Brandt, seemed to me one of 
the richest things in the whole series 
that I heard.
